inch a loss of life as that brouKht by 
the forest fires which wiped ont Hiuck- 
luf, lliwion Creek, Bandrtone, Sand- 
■lona Jonotlon, Bkonk Laka. Pokegoiua 

and th« ntlxT settlements in that vicin- 
ity. A coiisi rvative estimate places the 
loss of lite ut not less than 600, while 
many othan have inatained eeiions in- 
jnries. In addition several hundred are 
■missing, while from 150 to 20f> i)ei)plf 
were scattered ou forms throughout; the 
district homed over. 

To this honor of death in its ino8t 
horrible fomi ninst hi' atlded the utt-cr 
desolation and destitution that has come 
upon tboasandi of othera whoee all has 
baeniwept away in the fiu'*' of imp)end- 
ing winter. The destruction was com- 
plete in nuMt of the towna namad, but 
Bome of the forest IoikI escaped. 

The loss, howeiver, will be in the mil- 
lions and the loss of lift will noi be 
4^iaii«*riy known far atmal di^, if 
ever. 

The relief trains brought supplies sent 
ont ticm thia tAty, lUaaaapoUi^ Dalnth 
and other Miiiuesrtta towns, and the 
■offerors are being haodaomely oared 
forafePfnaOi^aDda^ yoteta. 

Ttiere is a peculiar hotxaa about the 
fatality in the admitted impossibility of 
identification in a very large proportion 
of Oo daatht. Up to the paeiant the

The story of the catastrophe which 
wiped ont the material ponewloni that 

had made Hinckley a busy, prosporouH 
Uttla city, is a short one. The town 
wai built of wood. The sohoolhonse 
was erected last year at a cost of |10,000, 
and one half the Duluth roundhouse 
were the only brick structures in the 
city. By one of thoae neoaliar fkeoks 



for which there is no accounting the 
eastern Minnesota roundhouse and 
wnt^r tank on tVe eonthweatem edge of 
the town, almost In the woods, escaped 
the flames — a circumstance the more re- 
markable from the fact that it stood 
directly in the path of the flamea, which 
seem to have jumped it ai oleanly jas if 
playing le^>frog. 

All Saturday afternoon the towns 
peti])le were :ip])reliei)sivc. The smoke 
rolling up from the south told a story 
unmistakably plain to those aoonatomed 
t" a \v'>)f)e(l country. The fire k"i)t iid- 
vauciiijj, lauuotl by the wind which wa.s 
Uowinir a Kole. Abont 1 1 o'clock the 
flt« company got out their iitriue and 
laid an l.SOO-foot Iliu' oi hose to the 
loatheru outskirts of the town. The 
hose was all too short for the measure 
of protection desired, and a telegram 
s^as sout Uj Rusli City for mora. Five 
hundred feet was sent, but it never 
reached Hlndkley. 

The main part of the village lies in 
the north fork mode by the crossing of 
the Dulnth and Eaitwn tmoki, Che lat- 
ter to the east and the former on the 
west. On the west side of the Duluth 
tracks were a few small houses belong- 
ing to the railway employes. The fire- 
men s attention was mainly directed to 
keeping the fire away from tham ai the 
main business part of the oity yhm built 
in solidly just across the tracks. 

About .'t o'e](K'k in tlie afternoon the 
fire hterally jumped into the town. Its 
approach wai not gradual It did not 
eat its way along, devouring arerything 
in its path, but came iu huge leaps, as if 
to overtake everything in its path, and 
then burned back at its leisure. It i> 
described by tho.se who witnessed it.- 
onward progress at Hinckley aud else- 
where as if it were forced along by cy ■ 
clones of its own generation. The in- 
tense heat would develop a \ eritabic 
whirlwind of flame that actually twisted 
off poplar trees severa! inches in thick- 
ness and riuTierl huge blazing firubraiids 
high iu the air, uud oarryiug them for- 
ward for ftom 40 to 80 rods, there to 
fall and begin tha work of deiraitatton 
anew. 

The fire first struck Hinckley ou the 
eait lide of the Duluth track and the 
brave lire fighters for the first time 
gave up the unequal battle, and already 
too late in many Initanoai, turned their 
a t te n tion to their penonal safety. The 
eastern Minnesota train from the 8<.>uth 
had just oome in and the people of the 
BUJUBOB any hdqhhi io is nr aaracy. a 
ntmibcr of boxcars were coupled on and 
filled and oovered with men, women 
andehlhlfen. Soui waaa baiabeaded. 
some were ooatlesa, some few clutched 
a pitiful bundle of the mor.* pntcioos of 
their portable poases-nuus. Families 
were Mparatad. ChildrAa fjlnad the 
tiuong and left paienta. all there 
a moOw otawd «f riXMt «BOor 



Hm tnte polled oot Jut ahead of the 

fire aud suooeedad in ultimately reach 
ing Duluth. This oiroxuistance, while 
fortunate in a digree that can not be es 

timatofi, has made the OOOfOlion great^-r, 
for it is iK)t known who escaped iu this 
way and many people are reported dead 
who may be in naft^ty. Had not this 
number of ptvjpiu, mostly women and 
children, left the doomed city when 
they did the loss of life would have in' 
creaied in a geometiloal ratio, for their 
presence would have added immeasur- 
ably to the subsequent confusion. 

Abont the lame hoar the aoeommoda- 
tion train on the Hinckley aud St. 
Cloud branch left for the latter place 
With abont M piaiingeri. Ita pathlay 



dtaactly aoroM ttn path of the fire aud 
their situation ipoe dily became desper- 
e. Tha tiaa were burning, the' rails 
were warping and the treaties were sag- 
ging under the train. The smoke had 
increased so that the engineer was help- 
less. Heoonld not see the train be- 
hind him. Homing trees lay aoroaa the 
track aud wwo bling towidaalda by the 
engine. 

Suddenly the track gave way and the 

train toppled off to one side. No one 
was iujurud, and they pressed ou to 
Pokegama station, a few rodi ahead. 
But a few feet in front of the engine 
was discovered a gorge tiO feet wide and 
40 feet deep, where tha trestle had been 
burned away. They saooeeded in reach- 
ing the clearing about the station and 
escaped with a few bums and bruises. 
There were homed along the track, 
howerer, four or Are people, inoloding 
Dr. D. Kelcey of New Hrightou, who 
had oome up to look after his brother. 

The people who were left in the dty 
were in what seemed to b<' an almost 
hopeless condition. Egress by the only 
means of transportation that could hope 
to distance the swiftly advancing flames 
was out of the question. The men had 
been fighting the fire for hoora and the 
women and children were in a panic- 
stricken condition. Many of them wer® 



of the more ignorant of the population, 
for a very large p«>rceutage of the people 
who got ou the (ihreat Northern' ndlroad 
were of the more intelligent class 
H<irso8 wore harnesse<l to buggies and 
wagous. Women aud children were 
hurriedly loaded. In some oaiea at- 
tt'iupta were made to carry off home 
household goods, but iu most instances 
the people had no thooght for aoght but 
their lives. 

Probablj 200 of them left town on 
foot or in vehiclea, plunging into the 
woods to the north acroai the (irind- 
stone river, which skirts the toMm on 
till' ncrrh. They were lit<'rally fle^'iiig 
before the pursuing demon of fire. Over 
the hill that rises beyond the GMnd- 

stone is a swamp, and t-o this most of 
the people with teams headed, but it 
proved no proteotkm. The die gave 
thiHii no opp)rtnnity to go further. 
Some abandoned their tt.'aius and ran 
into the lower portions of the morass, 
but the fijre sought them oot. Not one 
was left to tell the tale, and there Sun- 
day morning, iu a space of little 
more than four or five aoraa, were 
ooonted over 180 oorpaes. 

Theje were many families of five, six 
and seven aud there they lay, the men 
generally apittle in advanoe, the mother 
surrounded by her little ones, cut off 
by the most horrible of deatlis. Nearly 
all the bodiei ware node, the flra havios 
tjm-nert every vwfrtlgp of their clothing 
and bloicksnad aud charriHl many of the 
corp.ses bcyoud reoognltion aud where 
whole fomiliea were wiped out as they 
were and some of the bodies completely 
incinerated. Identifloatian iiabaolhit»- 
ly ont of the qneation. 

Thoae who fled to the north on foot 
folI.>wed the track, and sn rapid was the 
progress of the tlames that many of 
them were aotnally homed as they fled, 
falling on the right of way for a dis- 
tance of tlu'ee miles or more. Nearly 
30 bodies were recovered along here. 
Some of the foremost of the escaping 
citizens met the Duluth train oondiig iu 
from the north. It was due at Hinck- 
ley at 4:05. Engineer .Tames Boot was 
at the throttle. He st(jp]x«i the train 
and took on lx>ard about !■.'.» of the n t- 
ugeea who crowded into the train, com- 
pletely filling it, for it had a pmengei 
li.st almost aa large. By thiAtime t!ie 
woods were blazing on each side of the 
track, and ai Root' ravened hiaangine 
and started back the cars aoorclK'd mid 
crackled iu the hoot. Root nui the 
train book aboot three miles to Skunk 
lake, aud the people escaped from the 
bnrniug oars to tha water, and no lives 
were lost tUbm ti pamngwi or nf- 
ngftftt 

The people who remained ia Hlndk- 
ley fared the \>*if(t of all. The laitaril 
Minnesota tracks mark the unit Mil adge 
of tha dtj propar. foit hajund the 

road o%vneKl a track of land probably 
embracing at least 10 acres. It was 
purchased for a gravelpit to fomish ma- 
terial for the fill-up approachea of the 
company's bridge at^ross the Orindstoue 
and at other points on its line. To the 
fact that it had been need for tUi por 
poae almost to Its exhooation, aboot a 
hundn*d Hini'Jtle.ntos o^ve their Uvea. 
The whole area indicated hod bean es< 
cavated to a depth in the oenter of 80 

or 40 fiH't. There was a stagnant ]x«) 
of rainwater in the center three feet in 
greatnt depth. The pit waa wide aad 

deep and to it fl(>d those of the citizons 
who were wiUiug to trust to its friend 
ly depths. There was probably 100 of 
them, and'in addition to the human be 
ings quite a number of domeatica ani- 
mals, horses, cows, oxen, piga, ohiokani, 
etc., looght safety hara. 

It waa really the nftet place abont 
Hinckley. Tliree hundred or -IOq 
trunks only half way down the sloping 
bank pawed through the fire unseat hed. 
The ix^ople went hi^re as the t<aBtern 
train pulled out a few minutes after 4 
o'clock, and hara they remained until 
after 8, while the smoke and flames 
from the burning city rolled over their 
heads. They dashed water over each 
other and covered their heads with wet 
cloths to prevent suffocation. One un- 
known man succuuibed to the smoke or 
the terrible strain and fell iu the water 
and waa drowned. So f ar ai known 
this wai thi only tngady of tha gnvel 
pit. 

Othori of tha dtiaeni lought refuge 

in the Grindstone river under the abut- 
ments of the two railway bridges and 
the foot bridge. The exact number can 
not be known, m tbc^ wm» nattered 
along a conalderalili ajataaoi. That 
many escaped and soma wen drowned 
is well known. Mn. Maitin Martinson 
aud her foor little children were 

drowned, their bodii s being taken fkom 
the water shortly oiterward. 
In the meant im e Hinckley waa bora- 

ing with frightful rapidity, and in a 
few hours nothing was left but black- 
ened ruins. 



As night closed in, the people began 
to oome oot trcm their hiding places 

aud made their way over the In it • ni- 
bers of their city. They were absolute- 
ly doied by the catastrophe, and the 
night was spent in an endeavor ti> lind 
relatives or ascei-taiu their whereal)out.s. 
Communication with the outer world 
was cut off for hours as completely as if 
they were on a desert island. The fire 
had spout its force, but the air was filled 
with smoke, through which gleamed 
the dull blaae of smouldering fire in the 
uiun? hub.-.tantial stocks of goods. 

Two huge heaps of cool which marked 
thelocatioD of the Dolnth coal sheds 
were bla/ing, and by thefltfol light peo 
pie wandered about picking out the 
places where but six hours before their 
happy homes had stood. The fact tha 
so many had escaped by train addid t< 
the anxiety of these w)ios»' frien<is and 
relatives were not to he found, while it 
furnished at the same time a basis for 
hope that f hi y v. rrc in safety. 

When the morning broke a few ener 
getie qrfrlta began to organin the work 
of the recovery of the bodies. ,T. W 
Sargent, a passenger conductor ou the 
Doloth foad, got into Hinckley doring 
the night, aud he organized a volunteer 
crew, who manned two handcars, whose 
capacity was increased by the use of 
planks. They went ui) tlie Duluth 
track to the north ami picked up .ji 
bodies between the river and Skunk 
lake. 

The bodiea wen wrapped op in blank 

ets and tuch cloth as eoald be obtained 
aud laid ont by the side of the track 
when the depot had stood. Here also 
were brought the two little sons of Ton 
Henderson, Sandy and .lolinny. T!i 
drowned corpst\s of .Mrs. Martinson and 
her four children, Mrs. Blauchurd and 
her two children, who were burned tf 
deatli ,iu.-«t above the Duluth romid 
house, and the man Lambeson, who 
WM foimd near the Martinson party 

Volunt**rs harnessed up the available 
vehicles saved in the gravel pit and 
went out to the swamp aoroM the 
Qriudstoue. They brought in 00 bodin, 
which wen carried out to the deaolata 
buiTiug ground, a mile east of town 
Then wm neither time or opportunity 
to dbaerve the sacred formalities usually 
surrounding death. The excitement of 
the oooasion, the horrible eiperienoe 
through which the living had paii 
and the mure hurrible form ia which 
death had ooaa to the loab had tamp 
aiUytalontedthe tnar HndMUttnand 
the dead were heaped high on the 
wagons and laid in pilea at the oeme- 
tny, aaaong tha imoking enbm and 
stomps that (nuroundad God's ao re. 

It was u gruesome sight. Dr. D. W 
Crown, the Qoroner, who was here, 
then and efverywhere, in general anper 
vision, diieotad the digging of two hoge 
pit«, M by 12 feet, in wMoh the in 
tenuant will be made. 

One of the nddeit f eatorea of the 
calamity is the iuipossibility uf idinti- 
fiootion in aoch a large proportion of the 
cane. The 00 bodlw baooght into thi- 
point were examined by many of the 
surriviug resideutti of Hinckley, and 
but foor could be identified, Charles 
Anderson, Axel Hanson, Dennis Biley 
and Mrs. Willion Giuder. The balance 
will have to be buried together. 

In the indeflniteMM of the arrange 
mento, and It seemed imposilble other- 
wise under the ciroumstauces, due n 
gard waa not paid to a proper separate 
prenrvatlon of artteki foand on the 
bodies and the lust (^hauco of identiflc-- 
tion was lost. Those who brought in 
the bodiM fhim the iwamp reported 
that there i- re at least 35 other bodies 
out there which have not yet been 
bri)ught iu. Out ou tht> government 
ro!ul, to the east, was found the Best 
family, of six persons — father, mother 
and iovs children. Bo.st was a prosper- 
ous farmer living jost out of town. 

Hen aln wen rec o vered the bodies 
cf the three unfortunate girls wlio lived 
at the stockade. There were six of 
then women in all. They eaoaped to 
the river, but three returned to carry 
out a trunk and were overtaken by the 
tlames. 

Near Skunk lake wai found a family 
oonsiBting a", /ather, mother and seven 

childrtai. ...lother family, in which 
there were five children, only the father 
escaped. Then wai a lettlament of 
iboiit :!0 ])eii]ilo near this lake, and bat 
two are knu vn to be ahve. 

The ritnatlen at Sanditone iieveu 
more ai)iKill!ng than at Hinckley, except 
lu puint ot numbers. Of the 200 people 
in thi* t»)wn one-fourth are dead. Otto 
Statl'erfeldt has reached here ttoai that 
place. He says the people were Just 
preparing to leave when ttu^ tire closed 
in on three sides and not a single parson 
saved a thing exoept hii olothhig. 
About Kio went to the river, and 60 or 
60 were burned to death. 
At 4 o'clock Saturday morning be sa- 



over 40 ho lies charred and burned lying 
on every sidv . 

Another ):entl('man found 47 dead 
bodies at tiaudstoue, lying uncovered in 
the sou. The people are destitute of 
everything. Tlie jfopl,' who were 
naved are liv ug on potatoes and carrots 
:<,ft iu the ground. 

In addition to 47 bodies at Sandstone 
there arsi 40 at Kettk itiver .Junction. 
Ail the settlers iu tlie vicinity are prob- 
ably burned to oeath. O'Neill Broth- 
ers had 12 camjis iu the woods there 
and all ti;.3Sc are burned. 3Iost ot the 
inmates, howtfvcr, are believed to have 
■ >< aped with their lives. There are 11 
ii ... !. ?s fan.iliev at Mis.sion Creek and 
tliu same story is true uf several other 
places in that vicinity. 

It is fearcil that several otli>'r towns 
have suffered a like fate. Millica called 
for help Sunday afternoon and the n- 
Uef train from .St. Cloud wa.s unable to 
get beyond Bridgmau. Nothing fiirtiier 
has yet been recelvetl from Milliu.a aud 
how much may have been the sutferiug 
can not at this time be known. Bridg- 
mau was apparently safe aft^^-r a hard 
fight. The flomn, however, wen very 
threatening aronnd that town, and it u 
very dry all uv. r that part Of the state 
the worst is feared. 

The party that came through the fim 
around Hinckley in the handcar suf- 
fered severely from bm-us. Their iu- 
jurieo, however, will not prove fatal. 
They tell many sad stories of what they 
saw. One woman had evidently tried 
to save her tivi- idiildreii aud was over- 
taken by the fierce flames and the whc . 
fauuly polished close to the railroad 
tiark. An othercasewu-- wber" a mother, 
seeing her house iu fiamua, ran in to 
save her child, her husband tlfo follow- 
ing her. and the \\M> of (he hotm 
caved in before they could get out. 

The passenger train from Dulnth, on 
which these nien were, is in ashes, aud 
the rest of the passengers took refuge in 
a marsh near Skunk lake where they 
were surrounded by fire. The eugiueer 
was badly burned by the flames, hot 
stuck to his po^t J I id got all of the pas- 
Bungers out of the tire safely. Sim« 
day moraing a relief ttain from the 
north brought them thi'ongh Hinckley 
and ou to this city. The relief train 
carried a lupply of handcan which wen 
used iu picking up the bodies of the 
dead aloug the track. Oue hundred 
bodies were picked up and broogbt into 
Hinckley before the relief train come on 
to this city with the injured passengers 
and tTainmen. 

Hinckley wai a maw of ruins, noth- 
ing being left standing exoept the walli 
of the roundhouse. 

Aboot 4 o'clock in the afternoon tha 
work 'train from St Piml reached Hin<k- 
ley with T'Tidert:ikwr O'Halloran aad 
his 32 oosket^j. He veut quickly tw 

work upon the 91 oorpsos that lay bealdo 
the traok. A close deseriptioa of theae 
bodiea was k«pt, and every fragment of 
clothing, the jewelry and anything elw 
that ooold lead to identifioation waa 
carefully preserved. The work pro- 
gr aaaed rapidly, and by evening th* 
bodies wen all wrapped up luid laid 
away in the caskets ready for burial. 

Mlitant Qenenl Minigir Millar 
sent up a carloa<l of lumber and a foroa 
of carpenters, who went to work knook> 
ing together rough boxea, which will be 
uikMl so far as possdble at the cemetery. 

iSpecial trains were sent out, both 
from Duluth to St. Paul, with full med- 
ical force and all that ia powibla to be 
done will be dona. 

Governor Nelson, Mayor Hmith of St. 
Paul and Mayor Bnatii of Minneapolis 
have all leaned pioolamationa calling on 
the people for help. Anything iu the 
lino of provisions, clothing or money 
will be very acceptable, ai tha need ii 
very great. All the churches in thia 
city uud the relief societies, have been 

throwing epon thair plaoM for oontdbn* 

tions 

St. Paul waa quick to respond to the 

needs of the stricken people. In an in- 
credibly short space of time ^,000 
worth of provisions and supplies were 
raised. Beginning at noon, one bakery 
firm alone turoed out ii,a07 loavea. Tha 
euppUes wen ipeedily hauled to the 
depot to be carried out in special trains 
to the strick^ a pi^jple,. Otjueral Wesley 
Meiritt, iu e> ainiaad uf the department 
of Dakota, U S. A., issued orders for 
hospital supplies, tents, etc., for the OM 
of the survivors. 

The special reUef train left hen at 
3:30 in obarire of D. H. Mbon aad Jnle 
H. Perwell, ./loniineiit merchants. The 
roads leading Llirough the burned dis- 
trict—the at. Paul aud Duluth, the 
Omaha and the Eaatem railway of 
Minnesota— did not attempt to nnd ont 
their regolat tralMMn^ 

One Omaha oHRHbr stated that 
near Barouett*-, Wis., he saw 'Jii human 
bodies, victims uf the tire. It was also 
reported at Omahu htjadquarters that 
70 houna at Shell Lake. Wis., had been 
swept away by the flamaa.

"Owney" wm « gaeet M the poatoffice 
and his dogship was most hospitably 
treated. He received many visita and 
whenever he startetl out for a stroll with 
Charlie Davis be was the observed ot ob- 
servers. 

"Owney" breakfasted with Cluirley 
Davis, dined with Albert Huff, had hia 
photo taken by Brosee, was presented 
with a medal by Ballenger, the jeweler, 
and then took hia departure on the C. 
and O.'s westbound F. F. V. for Cincin- 
nati. 

"Owney" is the most noted canine 
traveler in the world. He is an over- 
grown, shaj^^ry-lookinK terrier of the 
Ucotch-Iriah breed. He has been pretty 
much all over the United States, has vis- 
ited Canada, and it is said has uiaile one 
trip to Europe. The postal clerks 
throaffhoQt the land are his special guar- 
di.Tus ;uiil vrniiU'H. Vei y few ofthem there 
are who have not heard of "Owney." 

"Owney" first made his appearance in 
postal circles at the Albany (N. Y.I jiost- 
olfice one cold day in January eiK'ht years 
ago. He was then, to all appenrancee, a 
homeless canine, friendless and alone. 
He had entered the postoflice rotunda, 
and spying an open door out of which 
floated delightfully warm air, be dropped 
in, and found a snug, warm bed upon a 
larj;e heap of mail sacks. There a clerk 
espied him. The first thought was to 
drive the dog out, bat having seen a 
twinkle of the bright, shaggy eyes and an 
appealing look for sympathy and friend- 
ship, the clerk relented, and straightway 
fed the dog from his lunch basket. That 
was a memorable day for "Owney." One 
of the railway mail clerks registering out, 
espied "Owney,"and induced the Albany 
clerk to let him take the dog out on tiie 
road with him. This was the beginning 
of the dog'f career as a traveler. From 
that cold winter day eight years ago, 
when the clerk in the Albany postoffice 
befriended bim, "Owney" has been ten- 
derly cared for by the i)Ostal men of the 
Unite«l States "p to the present time, 
and will doubtl9Ss oe watched over until 
his death. * 

His first trip to the Tacific Coast was 
made four years ago. That time he re- 
tuwied by way of Texas and Mexico. He 
then had on a plain dog collar, which on 
that trip was fairly loaded down witii 
medals, checks and tags, bearing inscrip- 
tions irMB railway, mail and i)ostal oili- 
cials along the route. When he came 
out of Mexico a bright new Mexican sil- 
ver dollar had been added to his collec- 
tion. On this trip he returned l)y way of 
Washington, and naturally he visited 
the Postal Department of the Govern- 
ment, paying a visit to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral John Wanamaker. With an eye to 
the improvement of the service. Mr. 
Wanamaker had a harness made for 
Owney, so that he might carry his troph- 
ies about with greater ease than when at- 
tached to a dog collar. His first harness 
now rests in a cabinet at the Albany post- 
ofBce, along with several strings of troph- 
ies gathered in the first year of his trav- 
els. 

Owney has attended many of the great 
gatherings of note in the oonntry. He 

was in New Orleans at the time of the 
Corbett-Sullivan fight, and he has a Cor- 
bett medal to commemorate that event. 
His history has often been written, and 
in Marshall Cushing's "History of the 
United States Postal Service," Owney 
gets two pages. 

Medals and tags attached to his collar 
and suit of leather harness bearing dates 
iudioate his routes of travel. Owney has 
traveled so extensively and has been the 
recipient of eo many favors that ho could 
not begin to carry about with him all the 
medals and tags he has received, so a box 
has been especially made for him to con- 
tain them all, and wherever he goes this 
box accompanies him.
